People in Alaska ran short of food be- 
cause of the shipping strike at United States 
Pacific ports. So far as Nome and other 


| is, if they concede that overseas people who 


Behring Sea costal communities are con- | 


cerned sea borne supplies are now cut off for 
the winter, navigation having closed for the 
season. They can be supplied with food re- 
layed by planes from Anchorage if the ships 
get moving to that port. Fairbanks and 
other internal communities can be served 
from the same base, if water transportation 
is resumed. 

But if the strike is not settled, or if 
navigation is for any reason again interrupt- 
ed, people throughout the territory would be 
marooned in circumstances involving certain 
hardship and possible starvation; but for the 
Alaska highway. This wartime-built road 
thus takes on new peacetime importance, It 
is a ready-made alternative route over which 
supplies can be moved in any needed quan- 
tity, at perhaps greater expense than 
by water carriage but with the certainty of 
land transport. 

Probably those who planned and built 
the highway did not realize that they were 
providing Alaska with a life-line upon which 
its residents would have to rely for the nec- 
essaries of life. Such it is at the present 
time, and may be throughout the winter or 
at intervals. 

That being the case, it is to be supposed 
Canadian and United States authorities will 
join to facilitate the movement of traffic 
over the highways as freely as over a line of 
railway, whether the supplies originate in the 
United States or in Canada. Any hampering 
regulations governing import and export 
trade under normal conditions should be set 
aside for this specific purpose. And the high- 
way should be kept open and available for 
efficient service throughout its length.

What the 
protesters will have to show is that the 
analysts who examined the water supply did 
not know what they were talking about when 
they said it was unfit. 

What Mayor Cornett should do is start 
up the chlorination plant, alike to relieve the 
qualms of anxious residents and to reassure 
prospective visitors that they won't be pois- 
oned if they take a drink of water. Then the 
argument can go on without anybody’s vocal 
cords drying out and snapping.

C.1.0, leaders are basing demands for 
further wage boosts on the claim that United 
States industries will earn the highest pro- 
fits in history during the coming year.

If this forecast is not a wild conjecture, 
nor a mere “talking point” for propaganda 
purposes, the inference as to industrial pros- 
perity in Canada is clear.

In my previous articles I have 
unravelled a bit of the wool mys- 
tery, It may seem strange that 
with more raw wool actually in the 
world than ever before in all hus- 
tory you can't buy most kinds of 
woolen products. This is partly be- 
cause trade and industry were so 
badly dislocated by the war, But 
it is even more because various 
governments — British, Australian, 
New Zealand, South African, and, 
above all, the U.S—are all parties 
to price sustaining combines which 
keep wool off the market 

What these combines have done 
is to prevent the normal working 
of the law of supply and demand 
If the wool markets were allowed 
to operate, as the capitalstic sys- 
tem is supposed to operate, the 
present vast accumulation would 
have driven prices down below 
where they were before the war. 
Actually, they are from 40 to 90 
per cent above pre-ar levels, For 
instance, textide men have just 
shown me the official charts, giv- 
ing prices for the past 15 years. 
They are based on what is called 
“64 tops’—which is high 
wool for fine spinning. The price 
was about 25 pence per pound in 
1933. It is 45 pence per pound now.

OTTAWA: The results of three | 
recent by-elections have revived 
discussion here on the question of 
using the single transferable vote 
in federal elections. 

The winning candidates in all 
these ridings polled much less than 
50 per cent of the vote, In Portage 
the winner got roughly 40 per cent 
of the vote and in Parkdale 37 per 
cent was enough to elect the Con- 
servative candidate, 

The arguments the Quebec mem- 
bers use is that in their province 
the elections take the form of the) 
Government candidate against the 
field. In any number of constituen- 
cies an election may bring out 
three or four candidates. In such 
circumstance, the argument goes, 
the mavericks would tend to draw 
support from each other and this 
would be enough in some cases to 
defeat the Government candidate 

The C. C. F, has long subscribed 
to the theory of proportional re- 
presentation in elections. The Con- 
servative party’s attitude has not 
jelled. 

It is curious that when the prob-

Warns of Results 
Of Soil Erosion 


CALGARY, (CP)—In the richest 
soil areas of the United Sfates only 
two out of every 10 applicants for 
the armed forces were rejected for 
physical reasons but in the badly 
eroded southern Atlantic coastal 
area seyen out of 10 were rejected, 
Arthur E. McClymonds of Lincoln, 
Neb., regional conservator for the 
United States soil conservation ser- 
vice, sald here Tuesday. He was il- 
lustrating the effect of soil erosion 
on human beings, in an address at 
the Alberta Association of Munici- 
pal Districts convention here 

He said the United States has | 
already lost 50,000,000 acres of crop | 
land which can never be cultivated 
again. Severe erosion has occurred 
on another 100,000,000 acres and 
five percent of the topsoil has been 
stripped from another 100,000,000 
acres, 

J. M. Wheatley, association presi- | 
Gent, said soil erosion has already 
commenced in Alberta and the de- 
partment of agriculture and the 
miunielpal districts are most anxious 
to arrest it before it makes further 
headway, 

“Let us take hold before it 1s 
too late,” he warned. “We are told 
that when the top nine inches of 
soil are lost, everything is lost. We 
don't want a a land of pe asants.”

Never Sailed for Britain 


LONDON, (Reuters) — One of the 


| most persistant rumors of the Sec- 
} ond Great War—that German forces 


attempted an invasion of Britain in 
August or September, 1940—was an- 
Minister Attlee 
recently with the statement “there 
is no evidence” that German forces 
“ever left harbor as a fleet to in- 
vade this country.” 

In a written parliamentary reply, 
Mr, Attlee told the commons that 
Hitler in July 1940, ordered his staff 
chiefs to complete preparations by 
mid-August for a Sept, 15 invasion, 
but on Aug. 16 orders were issued 
that a decision on “Operation Sea 
Lion"”—the proposed invasion—had 
been delayed, 

Subsequently, said Mr, Attlee’s 
statement, troops were ordered to 
prepare for embarkation at Rotter- 
dam, Antwerp and Le Havre, On 
Sept. 3, invasion day was set for 
Sept. 21, with a 24-hour cancella- 
tion provision, 

“Further postponement” was or- 
dered Sept. 17 and Oct, 12 the oper- 
ation “was called off” until the 
spring, In July, 1941, Hitler again 
postponed the invasion until 1942 
and “the project does not seem to 
have been seriously considered 
again.” 

- Mr, Attlee’s detailed statement on 
invasion plans, in reply to a question 
on the circumstances which “led up 
to all military units in the United 
Kingdom receiving a warning that 
invasion was pending on the even- 
ing of a date in September, 1940,” 
acknowledged that the code word 
“Cromwell” signifying “invasion im- 
minent” was issued Sept. 7 by gen- 
eral headquarters of the home forces, 

The prime minister said the code 
word was flashed to eastern and 
southern commands after the chiefs 
of staff became convinced that the 
intensification of German air at- 
tacks made the possibility of inva- 
sion appear imminent,

, church bells,” said the 1,500-word 
statement, prepared from informa- 
tion in captured German docu- 
ments and from statements made by 
German prisoners-of-war, 

“This in turn gave rise to rumors 
that enemy parachutists were land- 
ing.” 

Mr, Attlee earlier noted that “it 
was widely believed in this coun- 
try that a German invasion attempt 
was actually launched in 1940"—a 
belief he said was based partly on 
the fact that about 36 bodies were 
washed up on the south coast of 
England in August and September, 
and partly on knowledge of the “in- 
vasion imminent” signal. 


Mr, Attlee said 
that the Germans in August, 1940, 
were embarking forces from har- 
bors along the French coast, “but 
there is no evidence that they ever | 
left harbor as a fleet to invade this 
country.” 

“Bombing raids on those harbors 
were carried out by bomber com- | 
mand and some barges which put | 
to sea, probably to escape the raids, 
were sunk either by bombing or by 
encountering bad weather.” 

In his references to German in- 
vasion plans, Mr, Attlee said Hitler 
appeared “encouraged” to believe 
in July, 1940, that Britain would 
accept & compromise peace, but that 
the German leader decided to push 
invasion planning “both as a threat 
to supplement the peace offer, and 
as a practical alternative to be ad- 
opted if thaé offer should fail.” 

The statement then quoted a Hit- 
ler directive issued, July 16, 1940, as 
saying: 


| “Since England, in spite of her 


militarily hopeless situation, shows 
no signs of coming to terms, I have 
decided to. prepare a landing oper- 
ation against England, and, if nec- 
essary, to carry it out. . . The pre- 
parations for the entire operation 
must be completed by mid-August.” 

The statement said both Hitler and 
his military leaders were “apprehen- 
sive” of the proposed operation, 
which hinged on complete air sup- 
remacy by Germany. 
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Leaving Europe 


BRUSSELS, (CP) — The last Can- | 


adian army outfit in continental | 


Europe officially closed its offices 
here and started for home Tuesday 
—six years and 11 months after the 
first Canadian contingent arrived 
in the United Kingdom. 

This final element of an army 
which deployed two corps in the 
European campaigns was formally 
called “Canadian section, Headquar- 
ters British Army of the Rhi‘ne, 
northwest Europe,” and was under 
command of Lt, Col. Ross Heuchan 
of Hamilton, The section comprised 
only 15 officers and 40 other ranks.
